Raymond  Transferred, 
Protests  Conditions 


Lambda 

Under 

Pressure 

BOSTON  —  Project  Lambda,  the 
gay  youth  advocacy  program,  is  being 
harassed  by  a  campaign  of  allegations 
and  anonymous  letters.  The  purpose  of 
the  campaign  is  apparently  to  threaten 
the  organization’s  refunding,  which 
comes  up  Oct.  15.  The  letter-writing 
harassment  of  Lambda,  which  gives 
referrals  to  gay  teenagers  and  is  based 
at  the  Charles  Street  Meeting  House, 
surfaced  in  the  Boston  Globe’s  “Ask 
Beth”  column  last  week.  The  column, 
written  by  Beth  Winship,  wife  of  the 
newspaper’s  editor,  gives  advice  to 
adolescents  about  sex. 

In  a  letter  to  Beth’s  column,  an 
anonymous  “Disgusted”  wrote  of  his 
or  her  bad  experiences  at  Project 
Lambda.  “I  don’t  think  you  should 
advise  gay  kids  to  go  to  Project 
Lambda  .  .  .  They  simply  encouraged 
me  to  come  out  and  there  were  strong 
suggestions  that  drugs  would  help  get 
me  over  my  inhibitions.  This  is  not 
what  teenagers  need,  in  my  opinion.” 

In  response,  Beth  noted  that  she  had 
visited  the  Meeting  House  before 
writing  her  recommendation  of  Lamb¬ 
da.  But  recently  she  wrote  that  she  had 
received  several  letters  of  complaint 
about  the  Advocacy  Center.  “I  wrote 
to  the  director  of  the  project  asking  for 
an  explanation  but  got  no  reply. 
Therefore  I  feel  I  must  withdraw  my 
recommendation.  Until  all  doubts  are 
resolved,”  Ms.  Winship  continued,  “I 
don’t  see  how  I  can  say  it  is  the  place 
for  Boston  teenagers  to  go  for  help.” 

In  an  interview  with  a  GCN  reporter, 
Lambda  directors  Rev.  Randy  Gibson 
and  Steffi  Summer  revealed  that  the 
letters  which  Ms.  Winship  received 
were  part  of  a  large  number  of  “hate 
mail”  which  has  plagued  Lambda  since 
its  inception.  Rev.  Gibson  recalled  a 
series  of  letters  that  were  sent  to  key 
people  in  the  social  services  when 
Lambda  was  due  to- receive  a  Division 
of  Youth  Services  grant. 

In  a  letter  of  protest  sent  to  Ms. 
Winship,  the  staff  of  Lambda  advo¬ 
cates  described  some  of  these  letters  as 
“purporting  to  be  from  a  guidance 
counselor  who  had  referred  five  (!) 
youths  to  Lambda  (all  of  whom  had 
the  most  abominable  things  happen  to 
them),  while  others  purported  to  be 
from  youths  involved  in  Project  Lamb¬ 
da  itself.” 

GCN  saw  one  such  letter  which  was 
sent  by  Ms.  Winship  to  the  Youth 
Advocacy  Center.  The  letter  came 
from  an  older  person  who  was  an 
“employee  of  a  conservative  insurance 
company”  and  who  claimed  that 
Lambda  had  urged  her  to  use  LSD.

LEXINGTON,  Ky.  —  Jill  Ray¬ 
mond,  imprisoned  since  March  8  for 
refusing  information  to  a  Grand  Jury 
investigating  Susan  Saxe  and  Kathy 
Power,  has  been  transferred  to  another 
jail  because  of  her  public  statements 
about  oppressive  jail  conditions. 

In  a  Lexington  Herald  interview 
printed  before  her  transfer  on  July  28, 
Raymond  talked  about  lack  of  privacy, 
absence  of  women  jail  officials,  and 
her  personal  struggle  with  jail  life. 
“I’m  living.  I’m  surviving.  I  think  it’s 
true  to  say  I’m  not  being  worn  down.” 
Jill  said  in  the  interivew  with  Herald 
reporter  Carolyn  Gatz,  “I’ve  been 
thinking  a  lot  lately  about  the  problem 
of  women  in  small  county  jails.  I’ve 
come  to  realize  in  a  forceful  way  things 
that  I  had  known  before  but  in  an 
abstract  way.” 

Talking  about  conditions  at  Franklin 
County  Jail,  Raymond  explained: 
“There  is  no  matron  here,  and  that  can 
create  problems.  The  jails  seem  to  ac¬ 
commodate  men,  not  women,  so  the 
caged  feeling  is  more  forceful  on 
women.” 

According  to  the  Herald  article, 
Raymond’s  cell  is  located  on  the  main 
hallway,  “in  which  all  but  the  toilet 
area  is  open  to  view.  The  shower  stall 
stands  against  one  wall,  open  on  one 
side,  with  no  curtain  for  privacy.” 
When  Gatz  asked  Raymond  how  she 
managed  to  shower  and  dress  with  such 
lack  of  privacy,  Raymond  laughed  and 
replied,  “By  being  quick.” 

“I  can  see  how  county  jails  could  be 


dangerous  for  women  prisoners,  espe¬ 
cially  where  there  are  no  matrons.  Lim 
not  in  any  danger  now  from  my  jailers 
here,  but  essentially  that’s  just  luck. 
Those  things  are  part  of  the  risks  you 
run,  I  guess,”  she  said. 

The  day  after  the  interview  was 
printed,  Jill  Raymond  was  transferred 
from  Franklin,  the  site  of  the  inter¬ 
view,  to  the  Madison  County  Jail,  and 
visiting  privileges  were  restricted.  U.S. 
Marshal  Sherman  Hansford  said  he 
decided  on  the  transfer  because  the 
newspaper  interview  “brought  a  few 
things  to  my  attention.”  Hansford  also 
said  that  one  reason  for  the  transfer 
was  publication  of  the  interview  itself, 
“which  is  strictly  prohibited  according 
to  our  manual,”  referring  to  the  U.S. 
Marshal  Service  Handbook  published 
by  the  Justice  Dept.  He  said  the  jailer 
should  not  have  allowed  a  news 
reporter  to  speak  with  Raymond. 

In  an  article  about  the  transfer  in  the 
Lexington  Herald,  Hansford  said  the 
other  reasons  included  Raymond’s 
statements  about  lack  of  privacy  and 
that  there  was  no  matron  in  the 
Franklin  County  facility.  When  press¬ 
ed  for  further  information  about  his 
motives  for  the  action,  Hansford  is 
quoted  as  saying,  “I  don’t  have  to  have 
a  reason.” 

Upon  arrival  at  Madison  County 
Jail,  Raymond’s  visits  were  suddenly 
restricted  to  legal  counsel  and  family. 
A  member  of  the  Lexington  Grand 
Jury  Defense  Committee  told  GCN 
that  no  restrictions  had  ever  been

Attitudes

Archaic  Catholic  attitudes  about 
sexuality  and  sex  are  expected  to  get  a 
thorough  drubbing  early  next  year 
when  a  major  study  is  released  on 
human  sexuality. 

The  study,  which  has  captured  the 
attention  of  a  five-member  committee 
of  the  Catholic  Theological  Society  of 
America  for  the  last  two  years,  will 
encourage  bringing  church  teachings  in 
to  line  with  contemporary  thinking  and 
life-styles,  including  homosexuality. 

The  first  three  sections  —  biblical 
texts  on  human  sexuality,  a  historical 
overview  of  Church  teachings  and 
practices,  and  the  theology  of  human 
sexuality  —  have  been  completed. 

The  last  and  most  controversial  — 
pastoral  guidelines  and  conclusions  — 
has  not  yet  been  written,  but  the  future 
of  a  planned  part  on  homosexuality 
may  have  been  thrown  in  doubt  by  an 
article  published  July  16  in  The 
Advocate. 

Brian  McNaught  of  Detroit,  and 
the  national  gay  Catholic  or¬ 
ganization  ,  Dignity  ,  said  in  his 
article  that  the  report  challenges  the 
Church’s  “two-thousand  year  old 
staunch  stand  against  homosexuality” 
and  “took  the  church  to  task  for  its 
role  in  the  history  of  oppression”  of 
gays. 

He  said  it  included  the  following: 
“Christian  homosexuals  have  the  same 
needs  and  rights  to  the  sacraments  as 
heterosexuals  .  .  .  Given  the  limits,  of 
our  knowledge,  counselors  and  confes¬ 
sors  must  keep  in  mind  that  they  have 
no  right  to  impose  unproven  views  or 
opinions  on  others,  thereby  interfering 
with  their  fundamental  freedom  of 
conscience.” 

“A  constitutional  homosexual  (de¬ 
fined  as  one  not  going  through  ‘a 
phase’)  engaging  in  homosexual  acts  in 
good  conscience  has  the  same  rights  of 
conscience  and  the  same  rights  to  the 
sacraments  as  a  married  couple  practic¬ 
ing  birth  control  in  good  conscience.” 

The  section  on  the  gay  life-style  was 
written  by  Rev.  Ronald  Modras  of  St. 
John’s  Seminary  in  Orchard  Park, 
Mich.,  who  plans  to  present  it  to  the 
committee  for  approval,  then  to  the 
1 100-member  Catholic  Theological  So¬ 
ciety. 

It  never  got  that  far  because  of  con¬ 
sternation  over  McNaught’s  article  and 
fear  that  publicity  on  the  one  aspect  of 
homosexuality  —  a  miniscule  part  of 
the  total  report  —  would  endanger  the 
acceptance  of  the  rest. 

Rev.  Anthony  Kosnick  of  Detroit, 
committee  chairman,  verbally  attacked 
McNaught  in  the  Michigan  Diocesian 
newspaper,  calling  his  article  “more 
fiction  than  fact.” 

In  a  telephone  interview  McNaught

“STEPPENWOLF”  STRUCK 

BOSTON  —  A  group  of  anti-sexist 
men,  called  the  Coalition  Against 
Macho  Music  (CAMM),  demonstrated 
in  front  of  the  Boston  Garden  on 
Friday  night  to  protest  the  appearance 
of  the  rock  group,  “Steppenwolf.” 
CAMM  denounced  the  rock  band 
(Born  to  Be  Wild,  Magic  Carpet  Ride) ' 
as  “one  of  the  most  consistent,  cynical 
advocates  and  symbols  of  macho-male 
supremacy  and  social-sexual  reaction¬ 
ary  culture.” 

In  a  broadside  issued  last  week,  the 
Coalition  said  that  the  demonstration 
would  “celebrate  the  death  of  macho- 
rock  music”  and  also  celebrate  the 
“growth  of  men’s  coalitions,  ongoing 
men’s  consciousness  groups  and  the 
coming  together  of  progressive  men  in 
a  vital  men’s  movement.” 

Calling  “Steppenwolf”  a  “reaction¬ 
ary”  band,  the  Coalition  published 
some  of  the  band’s  song  lyrics, 
including  the  following  from  “For 
Women  Only”: 

.  .  .  I’ll  give  you  my  donation  to 
help  the  cause  along 

I’ll  make  my  contribution  till  the 
fight  has  been  won. 

But  when  my  bedroom  closes,  one 
thing  remains 

Man,  woman,  I’m  the  dog 

I’m  calling  the  plays, 

And  if  you  find  the  need  to  raise 
objection, 

Don’t  talk  to  me  about  your  waste 
of  time, 

You  know  you  made  your  own 
selection, 

For  Ladies  only  .  .  . 

LESBIAN 

BOSTON,  Mass.  —  Lesbians  repre¬ 
senting  a  broad  spectrum  of  political 
thought  united  to  form  a  Lesbian 
Caucus  at  the  National  Women’s  Poli¬ 
tical  Caucus  meeting  here  last  week.  At 
the  meeting,  the  women  voiced  their 
need  for  specifically  lesbian  representa¬ 
tion  on  the  State  Steering  Committee.

APA,  NOW  BACK  GAYS 

NEW  YORK  (NGTF)  —  The  presi¬ 
dents  of  two  nationally  important  or¬ 
ganizations  have  announced  their  sup¬ 
port  for  gays  in  the  armed  forces.  Dr. 
Judd  Marmor,  M.D.,  of  the  American 
Psychiatric  Association,  and  Ms. 
Karen  De  Crow  of  the  National  Organ¬ 
ization  for  Women  both  expressed 
their  positions  in  letters  secured  by  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force. 

Marmor  quoted  from  an  earlier 
APA  resolution  which  stated,  “.  .  . 
Homosexuality  per  se  implies  no 
impairment  of  judgment,  stability,  reli¬ 
ability,  or  general  social  or  vocational 
capabilities  .  .  .  the  Association 

declares  that  no  burden  of  proof  of 
such  judgment,  capacity,  or  reliability 
shall  be  placed  on  homosexuals  greater 
than  that  imposed  on  any  other 
person.” 

Speaking  as  president  of  the  APA, 
Marmor  continued,  “The  Association 
believes  firmly  that  these  considera¬ 
tions  apply  to  homosexual  men  and 
women  in  the  armed  forces  no  less  than 
in  all  other  walks  of  life.” 

Ms.  De  Crow,  the  NOW  president, 
wrote  a  letter  of  support  to  Air  Force 
Sgt.  Leonard  Matlovich  who  is,  fighting 
a  discharge  for  homosexuality.  “You 
continue  a  long-evolving  tradition  in 
which  women.  Blacks  and  other  groups 
have  fought  for  their  rights  to  serve 
their  country,”  she  wrote  the  12-year 
veteran. 


CANDIDATES  SEEK  GAY  HELP 

BOSTON  —  Rep.  Elaine  Noble  has 
announced  that  she  is  planning  to  host 
several  get-togethers  for  members  of 
the  local  gay  community  with  various 
candidates  for  the  1976  Democratic 
presidential  nomination.  Although 
Noble  has  not  endorsed  any  presiden¬ 
tial  candidate  yet,  she  has  been 
approached  by  some. 

U.S.  Rep.  Morris  K.  Udall  (D-Ariz.) 
is  one  candidate  who  has  sought 
Noble’s  support.  Udall  has  several 
openly  gay  persons  working  closely  on 
his  campaign,  and  Noble  has  asked 
him  to  meet  with  Boston  area  gays  to 
discuss  various  national  gay-related 
issues.  Sen.  Birch  Bayh  (D-Ind.)  is 
another  presidential  aspirant  who  has 
indicated  a  willingness  to  meet  with  gay 
people. 

The  meets  will  be  held  later  this  fall, 
according  to  Noble.

said  Father  Kosnick  told  him  last  Sep¬ 
tember  that  the  report  would  be  out 
early  this  summer;  when  he  obtained 
Father  Modras’  printed  presentation, 
he  assumed  it  was  part  of  the 
completed  report. 

Rev.  Thomas  Oddo,  national  Dig¬ 
nity  secretary,  said  McNaught  “made 
an  honest  mistake.” 

In  the  meantime,  Dignity  has  printed 
Father  Modras’  presentation  in  its 
August  newsletter  and  has  since  agreed 
to  go  along  with  a  committee  version 
that  excerpts  obtained  by  McNaught 
'  were  “research  notes  and  initial  reflec¬ 
tions”  to  “undo  the  harm  they  thought 
was  done,”  McNaught  said. 

He  said  his  story  in  the  Advocate, 
which  was  subsequently  picked  up  by 
other  media,  was  meant  “to  communi¬ 
cate  to  the  gay  community  there  is 
hope  for  those  of  us  fighting  for  civil 


rights. 

“I  am  really  sick  anything  I  might 
have  done  might  screw  up  the  report,” 
McNaught  said. 

Father  Oddo  said  the  committee  may 
for  a  while  pull  back  from  original 
plans  to  publish  the  section  on  homo¬ 
sexuality  but  feels  original  plans  will  go 
through  once  publicity  dies  down. 

He  also  said  that  the  overall  thrust  of 
the  report  —  personalizing  and  making 
the  sexual  act  one  of  “creation  and  not 
procreation”  —  will  have  implications 
for  Catholic  members  of  the  gay  com¬ 
munity. 

“It  will  lead  the  way  for  possible 
changes  on  teachings  about  birth 
control,”  Father  Oddo  said.  “On  that 
framework  for  two  who  are  gay,  sex 
would  become  a  creative  thing  in  their 
life  and  it  would  become  moral. 

“1  think  they  will  say  it  that  strong,” 
the  priest  said. 


NEW  BOtlKS 

The  long-awaited  paperback  Basic 
ACLU  Guide  to  a  Gay  Person ’s  Rights 
is  now  available  at  bookstores  in 
Boston.  The  Avon  Books  paperback 
sells  for  $1.75  and  is  the  latest  in  the 
series  of  official  “handbooks”  put  out 
by  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union. 
The  book  is  thick  and  detailed  and 
answers  almost  every  conceivable  ques¬ 
tion  that  a  gay  person  might  have 
about  his  or  her  civil  rights.  Chapters 
range  from  “Gays  and  the  Law”  and 
“Armed  Forces”  to  “The  Gay  Fam¬ 
ily”  and  “The  Rights  of  Transvestites 
and  Transsexuals.” 

Laura  Z.  Hobson,  whose  novel 
Gentleman’s  Agreement  was  a  sensa¬ 
tion  in  its  expose  of  anti-semitism  in 
the  ’40s,  has  now  written  a  book  about 
gay  people.  Consenting  Adult,  pub¬ 
lished  by  Doubleday  in  a  $7.95  hard¬ 
cover,  is  a  description  of  a  mother’s 
reactttm  to  and  attempts  to  deal  with 
her  son’s  revelation  of  his  homo¬ 
sexuality.  The  novel,  which  takes  place 
over  a  15-year  period  (1960-1975),  is 
unique  in  that  it  is  the  first  time  in 
fiction  that  the  life  of  a  gay  son  or 
daughter  is  examined  from  the  parents’ 
point  of  view.

An  attempt  to  revive  Rhode  Island’s 
gay  community  got  underway  at  a 
meeting  of  People  With  Gay  Concerns 
in  Providence  last  week.  The  meeting 
agreed  unanimously  to  establish  the 
Homophile  Community  Health  Serv¬ 
ices  as  an  umbrella  group  to  provide 
the  leadership  for  all  gay  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  state.  It  was  agreed  that 
HCSI  would  need  to  have  its  charter 
changed,  to  be  restructured,  and  that 
the  issue  of  legal  corporate  status 
would  have  to  be  pursued. 

At  what  was  probably  one  of  the 
most  important  meetings  to  take  place 
in  the  Providence  area  in  a  long  time, 
members  of  the  People  With  Gay 
Concerns  vowed  that  they  ‘‘would  not 


include  reading  services  and  ‘‘keeping 
things  going”  in  the  small,  comfortable 
office  on  Cambridge  Street. 

GCN  asked  Bigusiak  about  the 
status  of  women  in  MCC.  “We  had  a 
retreat  last  spring  dealing  with  male- 
female  dynamics,”  she  explained, 
“and  as  a  function  of  that  conference, 
we  re-wrote  services  to  be  non-sexist. 
We  either  wrote  in  such  a  way  as  to 
avoid  personal  pronouns  or  we  use 
she/he  or  he/she,  depending  on  who  is 
reading  the  service. 

“I  see  MCC  as  a  newborn  baby,  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  kind  of  training  it 
receives,  it  can  be  very  healthy.  Men 
are  actively  dealing  with  their  sexism 
and  women  are  becoming  more  consci¬ 
ous  of  their  individual  worth,”  she 
added. 

Bigusiak  will  remain  on  the  staff  of 
MCC/Boston  indefinitely.

BOSTON  —  Some  quick  legislative 
footwork  by  state  Sen.  Robert  A.  Hall 
(R-Lunenberg)  on  behalf  of  H.2848/ 
S.272,  the  last  remaining  Massachu¬ 
setts  gay  rights  bill,  has  saved  the 
measure  from  what  otherwise  would 
have  been  certain  death  at  the  hands  of 
the  House  Ways  and  Means  Commit¬ 
tee.  The  bill,  which  bans  discrimination 
against  gays  in  employment,  housing, 
and  other  areas  and  was  given  a 
favorable  report  from  the  Commerce 
and  Labor  Committee  earlier  this  year, 
was  sent  to  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  at  the  request  of  Rep. 
Elaine  Noble  as  a  delaying  tactic. 

Ways  and  Means,  however,  tossed 
the  legislation  into  a  massive  “refer  to 
n  study”  package  along  with  twenty 
|  other  bills,  dealing  with  such  varied 
^  subjects  as  municipal  assessing  prac- 
„  tices  and  aid  to  education.  All  sources 
•£  concur  that  the  so-called  study  pack- 
«  age,  renamed  H.6538,  was  a  deliberate 
^  effort  to  kill  the  measures. 

.o  The  House  accepted  the  Ways  and 
©  Means  Committee’s  package  without 
J2  debate,  as  did  the  Senate  shortly  there- 
after.  Sen.  Hall,  however,  immediately 
moved  reconsideration  of  acceptance, 
and  requested  that  reconsideration  not 
be  debated  until  Aug.  18,  thus  giving 
Gay  Legislation  ’75  lobbyists  addi¬ 
tional  time  for  lobbying  in  the  upper 
chamber,  where  the  previous  gay  rights 
bill  had  missed  passage  by  only  two 
votes  in  May. 

Since  the  chances  for  the  bill’s 
passage  were  better  in  the  House,  Hall 
then  sought  and  received  a  favor  from 
Senate  President  Kevin  B.  Harrington 
(D-Salem),  an  opponent  of  the  bill.

Four  years  after  it  was  destroyed  by 
fire,  the  Champagne  Lounge,  a  gay 
men’s  bar,  has  reopened  in  downtown 
Boston.  Promising  a  “sip  from  a  gay 
new  cup,”  the  bar  opened  its  doors  on 
Aug.  11  and  plans  a  grand  opening  on 
the  Monday  and  Tuesday  after  Labor 
Day.  The  new  bar  features  a  dancing 
area,  a  go-go  dancer,  and  “a  complete 
line  of  liquor.”

Rev.  Gibson  called  this  letter  “com¬ 
pletely  fictitious.  Nobody  by  that 
description  has  ever  come  to 
Lambda.” 

Rev.  Gibson  definitely  sees  a  pattern 
in  the  letter-writing  campaign.  “The 
selection  of  the  individuals  to  receive 
the  letters  was  much  too  systematic  to 
be  a  coincidence,”  the  advocates  wrote 
to  Ms.  Winship.  “There|s  a  tightly 
organized  campaign,”  said  Rev.  Gib¬ 
son.  Gibson  also  added  that  an  attempt 
had  taken  place  to  reach  Ms.  Winship 
after  she  had  sent  him  copies  of  some 
of  the  letters.  However,  according  to 
Gibson,  she  apparently  never  received 
his  message. 

Since  Ms.  Winship’s  column  was 
published,  15  Lambda  teenagers  have 
sent  letters  praising  the  organization  to 
Ms.  Winship. 

“If  anyone  could  see  the  difference 
in  a  youth  from  the  time  of  arrival  until 
six  weeks  later,”  one  Lambda  advocate 
told  GCN,  “they  would  understand 
that  Lambda  is  one  of  the  most 
valuable  organizations  ever  funded  by 
the  government.  You  have  to  see  the 
young  people  to  appreciate  the  pro¬ 
gram.”

placed  on  visitations  prior  to  this 
transfer. 

On  Friday,  Aug.  8,  the  Defense 
Committee  held  a  press  conference  and 
discussed  these  deprivations.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  Monday,  the  restrictions  were 
lifted,  but  Dee  Foss,  Raymond’s  sister 
and  member  of  the  Committee,  told 
GCN,  “They’re  still  giving  us  hassles, 
though.  No  one  knows  what  will 
happen  next.” 

Marshall  Hansford  told  the  Lexing¬ 
ton  Herald  that  Raymond  was  not 
transferred  as  a  punitive  measure,  yet 
according  to  the  Kentucky  Board  of 
Corrections,  Franklin  County  Jail, 
Raymond’s  previous  site  of  incarcera¬ 
tion,  was  graded  as  a  “good”  jail, 
while  the  Madison  facility  received  a 
rating  of  “poor.”  The  scale  runs  from 
“very  good”  to  “very  poor.”

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In  the  Massachusetts  State  House, 
few  legislative  causes  are  met  with  as 
much  apprehension  or  reproach  as  gay 
rights.  If  our  bills  are  not  roundly  de¬ 
feated,  they  are  met  with  merciless 
parliamentary  butcher  ng,  such  as  the 
crippling  amendment  to  H.5868  in 
May  sponsored  by  Rep.  Charles  W. 
Long  (R-Dover),  or  the  recent  attempt 
by  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  to  dump  H. 2848/S. 272 
into  an  “indefinite  study”  package  last 
week  (see  news  story,  page  1). 

It  is  therefore  good  to  know  that  we 
have  friends  like  state  Senator  Robert 
A.  Hall,  the  Lunenberg  Republican 
and  sponsor  of  S.272  who  has  made 
gay  rights  his  cause  celebre,  not 
because  of  any  widespread  constituent 
support  for  the  issue  —  judging  by  the 
Fitchburg-Leominster  area’s  legislative 
delegation,  he  would  certainly  have 
been  politically  safer  opposing  it  —  but 
because  he  sincerely  believes  that  the 
cause  is  a  right  one. 

It  is  this  devotion  to  his  own  ideals 
of  “rightness”  that  sets  Hall  apart 
from  other  members  of  the  legislature. 
He  is  not  a  “flaming  liberal”  who 
needs  to  vote  in  a  certain  way  to 
maintain  a  100  percent  rating  from 
ADA.  But  neither  is  he  going  to  oppose 
a  bill  simply  because  a  poll  of  his 
constituency  may  show  that  51  percent 
of  them  are  against  it. 

The  story  of  Sen.  Hall  is  interesting. 
He  was  elected  in  1972  in  an  upset 


election  that  thrust  out  veteran  Sen. 
Joseph  Ward  of  Fitchburg  by  only 
twelve  votes.  He  was  considered  an 
accidental  Senator,  a  one-termer  at 
best,  and  northern  Worcester  County 
Democrats  were  scrambling  to  find  a 
credible  opponent. 

His  opponents  felt  they  had  the 
perfect  issue  to  defeat  him  on,  when,  in 
1973,  he  agreed  to  “carry”  the  gay  dis¬ 
crimination  bill  on  the  floor  of  the 
Senate  on  behalf  of  the  Commerce  and 
Labor  Committee,  on  which  he  serves. 
And  last  year,  he  filed  S.4  and  S.5, 
similar  gay  rights  bills,  undaunted  by 
the  pleas  of  his  party  that  he  was 
committing  political  suicide  by  allying 
with  such  an  issue,  especially  since  his 
district  is  3-1  Democratic. 

But  the  voters  of  his  district  appar¬ 
ently  know  a  good  man  when  they  see 
one.  Because  last  year,  although  his 
opponent,  Fitchburg  City  Councillor 
Bernard  Catrand  took  to  the  streets 
screaming  “Hall  Supports  the 
Homos,”  the  Senator  was  re-elected  .  . 
by  over  12,000  votes. 

Gay  Legislation  ’75  has  properly 
praised  Sen.  Hall  for  his  quick  action 
that  saved  H. 2848/S. 272  from  a  quiet 
burial  last  week.  We,  too,  should  like 
to  express  our  thanks  to  Sen.  Hall, 
whose  commitment  to  principles  makes 
him  unique. 

Bette  Midler  sang,  “You  gotta  have 
friends!”  Having  Senator  Hall,  we 
know  that  we  do,  and  are  grateful.

I  would  like  to  use  an 
incident  involving  the  “sex  orientation”  of  this 
bar  to  exemplify  a  major  problem  of  the  gay 
community. 

I  called  Styx  when  it  first  opened,  explained 
that  I  was  a  dyke  and  asked  if  Styx  was  a  mixed 
bar.  I  received  a  reply  in  the  affirmative  and  was 
actually  encouraged  to  come  to  the  bar.  I  never 
made  it  to  the  bar  that  night,  but  I  did  stop  by 
about  three  weeks  later.  I  was  asked  for  three 
forms  of  identification.  Innocently  (or  perhaps 
stupidly)  assuming  that  it  was  just  a  formality,  I 
handed  the  gentleman  a  driver’s  license,  a  college 
ID,  and  my  birth  certificate.  The  gentleman  at 
the  door  got  bitchy  and  without  even  looking  at 
the  IDs  refused  me  entrance.  I  felt  like  an  ass. 

Now  I  realize  that  sex  discrimination  is  illegal, 
but  if  I  had  been  politely  informed  at  either  the 
door  or  on  the  phone  that  “We’re  obligated  to 
admit  women,  but  ...”  I  would  never  have 
attempted  to  get  into  Styx.  I  enjoy  the  Saints  all¬ 
women  atmosphere  too  much  to  hassle  about 
getting  clubs  sexually  integrated.

DYKE'S  VIEW

During  the  past  several  weeks,  Gov¬ 
ernor  Dukakis  has  continued  his  cam¬ 
paign  to  remove  from  the  General 
Relief  rolls  all  persons  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  65  who  are  single  and  “em¬ 
ployable.”  Of  course,  as  the  governor 
and  everyone  else  must  admit,  at 
present  there  are  not  nearly  enough 
available  jobs  to  employ  the  18,000  or 
so  people  whom  the  governor  would 
like  to  cut  from  welfare.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  Dukakis  argues  that  “employabil¬ 
ity”  is  the  quality  of  a  person’s  being 
able  to  perform  some  gainful  employ¬ 
ment  if  that  employment  existed;  too 
bad  for  the  poor  ex-welfare  client  if  in 
fact  there  is  no  such  job  to  be  employ¬ 
able  at  —  but  the  victim  must  confess 
that  our  Chief  of  State  has  achieved  a 
rational  administrative  criterion  for 
leaving  them  without  money  to  pay  the 
rent.  Needless  to  say,  the  patriarchs  of 
our  State  Supreme  Court  upheld  this 
logic  as  “equal  protection  under  law.” 

In  order  to  impeach  my  objectivity,.! 
should  confess  that  I  am  myself 
receiving  General  Relief  at  this  time  as 
well  as  Food  Stamps.  I  view  it  as  an 
emergency  measure  to  tide  me  over 
until  I  can  get  a  livable  return  from 
music  and  free-lance  writing.  Fur¬ 
ther,  just  today  I  went  down  to  pick  up 
my  semi-monthly  check,  and  tried  to 
find  myself  a  decent  job  (e.g.,  switch¬ 
board  operator),  for  which  I  would  be 
willing  to  train  without  pay.  The  job 
counsellor  and  I  had  a  lot  of  fun  with 
the  microfilm  scanners  you  find  at 
employment  offices  —  and  he  was  not 
freaked  out  visibly  by  the  fact  that  I 
mentioned  GCN  as  one  of  my  writing

Informed  sources  within  the 
Boston  Police  Department's  Vice 
Squad  warn  the  gay  community 
of  a  major  crackdown  on  "The 
Block"  beginning  very  shortly.

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experiences  on  my  employment  infor¬ 

mation  card.  Unfortunately,  employers 
want  experience ;  and  I  cannot  think 
how  to  fake  running  a  switchboard.  So 
it  goes,  to  quote  Vonnegut.  Or  to  cite 
Heller,  Catch-22  is  alive  and  well 
among  the  governor  and  employers  of 
Boston  —  and  we  are  the  cast  of 
characters. 

However,  1  am  especially  interested 
in  exploring  how  Dukakis’s  welfare 
butchery  might  be  related  to  Lesbian 
and  feminist  concerns.  It  was  only 
when  a  beautiful  sister  of  mine,  a  civil 
disobedient  and  ex-convict,  pointed  it 
out  to  me  that  I  began  to  perceive  the 
sexism  which  is  behind  our  governor 
in  his  crusade  against  the  poor. 

First  of  all,  there  is  the  sexist  view 
that  single  people,  or  childless  people, 
are  somehow  less  responsible  or  less 
worthy  of  public  assistance  than  those 
people  who  are  married  or  who  have 
children.  If  you  are  a  single  person,  the 
view  goes,  then  you  should  find  it  easy 
to  get  a  job  —  even  if  the  governor  of 
your  state  is  asking  for  layoffs  in  his 
own  government.  Since  most  of  us 
Lesbians  are  single  (at  least  in  the  legal 


sense,  and  often  in  living  arrangements 
as  well),  this  means  that  we  are  more 
likely  to  lose  welfare  benefits  than  het¬ 
erosexual  people  (who  at  least  have  an 
option  of  legal  marriage).  It  is  import¬ 
ant  that  we  realize,  aside  from  general 
principles  demanding  an  end  to  anti¬ 
single  sexism,  that  anti-single  legisla¬ 
tion  translates  rapidly  to  anti-Gay 
legislation. 

Secondly,  there  are  the  more  diffuse 
patriarchal  attitudes  about  human 
nature  which  underlie  the  whole  anti¬ 
poor  trip.  People  are  supposed  to  be 
calculating  bargainers  who  wish  to  do  a 
minimum  of  work  at  a  maximum  of 
profit  (which  is  in  fact  the  goals  of 
major  corporations  and  their  bosses). 
People  go  on  welfare  not  in  order  to 
survive  or  out  of  lack  of  alternatives, 
but  for  the  fun  of  it.  (One  man  I  met, 
who  makes  $625  a  month,  imagines 
that  $166  a  month  for  a  single  person  is 
a  luxurious  living  standard  to  get  from 
welfare.) 

The  mood  I  have  sensed  at  the 
welfare  and  employment  office  at 
Huntington  Avenue  in  Boston  is  not 
elation  but  quiet  powerlessness  and  the 


embarrassment  one  might  feel  on  first 
entering  a  Gay  bar.  The  civil  servants 
there  seem  to  understand  the  scene  —  it 
is  the  same  atmosphere  that  the  anarch¬ 
ist  Emma  Goldman  describes  in  Lenin¬ 
ist  Russia,  where  some  of  the  bureau¬ 
crats  are  more  humane  and  under¬ 
standing  than  the  bureaucracy  they 
must  serve.  . 

Finally,  I  mention  that  the  whole  un- 
emplayment/welfare  situation  rewards 
those  people  who  are  socially  conven¬ 
tional  and  who  have  fit  in  the  right 
vocational  pigeonholes  —  the  whole 
rigid  and  narrow  ideal  of  specializa¬ 
tion  so  characteristic  of  patriarchal 
thought. 

This  evening  I  spoke  with  a  strong 
Black  woman  of  undetermined  sexual 
preference  who  works  with  a  halfway 
house  for  young  women.  She  felt  that 
the  proposed  welfare  cuts  are  totally 
crazy,  and  that  it  is  hard  to  imagine 
what  the  18,000  people  affected,  espe¬ 
cially  those  in  ghetto  areas  and  those 
without  the  possible  benefits  of  a 
liberal  middle  class  education,  are 
going  to  do  when  their  checks  stop 
coming. 


It  is  much  easier  to  propose  some 
things  that  the  governor  of  our  Com¬ 
monwealth  could  do.  Start  community 
programs  which  would  offer  con¬ 
structive  employment  for  the  least 
likely  people  to  get  conventional  jobs. 
Start  subsidizing  “volunteer”  posi¬ 
tions,  and  acknowledge  that  work  for 
self-help  and  community  growth  is  as 
socially  important  as  merchandising 
more  at-best-unnecessary  new  prod¬ 
ucts.  Let  welfare  recipients  become 
servers  of  the  public  interest  by 
creating  their  own  jobs  and  receiving 
their  salaries  from  the  state.  (For 
example,  I  would  be  very  willing  to 
perform  my  quieter  music  at  state  insti¬ 
tutions  and  perhaps  at  schools  after¬ 
noons  and  evenings  and  to  receive  a 
minimum  livable  salary  in  return.) 

During  the  Sixties,  radicals  and  anti¬ 
war  activists  were  accused  of  being 
nihilists  who  wished  to  tear  down 
without  creating  alternatives.  This  is 
exactly  what  our  governor  is  doing 
now.  If  you  are  listening,  Mike,  this  is 
one  Lesbian  feminist  who  urges  that 
you  declare  war  on  poverty  rather  than 
on  the  poor. 


MR.,  MASTER,  MRS.,  MISS.  AND  MS.

A  society’s  language  reflects  the 
prevailing  attitudes  of  that  society.  It 
makes  sense,  then,  that  one  way  to 
modify  societal  attitudes  is  to  bend  its 
reflection. 

The  word  ‘Ms.,’  used  as  a  prefatory 
word  in  addressing  a  female  human 
being,  has  gained  popular  usage  in 
recent  years  —  it’s  a  word  that  doesn’t 
reveal  marital  or  reproductive  status, 
but  it  does  identify  the  person  so  ad¬ 
dressed  as  a  woman.  ‘Mr.’  indicates  a 
male  person  of  unknown  marital  status 
who  is  more  than  likely  older  than 
fifteen,  though  ‘Mr.’  is  often  used 
interchangeably  with  the  younger 
‘Master’  when  referring  to  male  per¬ 
sons  fifteen  years  old  or  younger. 
‘Master,’  with  its  ageist  quality  does, 
however,  suggest  marital  status.  A 
‘Mrs.’  is  a  woman  who  is  either 
married,  widowed  or  divorced  and 
‘Miss’  is  the  unmarried  female  of  any 
age. 

Whether  they  betray  age  or  marital 
status,  they  all  share  one  oppressive 
aspect  in  common:  they  reveal  a 
person’s  genetic  make-up  —  XX  or  XY 
(as  of  this  writing  there  are  no  esoteric 
titles  for  the  occasional  XYY  and  XXX 
people).

Why  do  racial  titles  and  pronouns 
seem  laughable  and  sexual  ones  noth¬ 
ing  extraordinary? 

I  was  writing  a  letter  to  my  parents 
last  week  and  by  habit  I  wrote  Mr.  & 
Mrs.  ...  on  the  envelope  but  stopped 
in  the  middle  of  it,  ripped  up  the 
envelope  and  began  anew  —  Barney  & 
Evelyn.  Still  bothered  by  the  fact  that 
when  I  addressed  them  I  always  put 
HIS  name  first,  I  was,  for  a  moment, 
sorely  tempted  to  rewrite  the  envelope, 
switching  the  name  order,  but  I 
decided  against  forcing  such  a  drastic 
change  on  them  in  the  same  week  that  I 
stopped  writing  the  customary  titles. 

Classist  hierarchal  hang-ups  are 
manifest  (humanifest?)  in  the  Mr., 
Master,  Mrs.,  Miss  and  Ms.  syndrome. 
Whom  do  you  address  by  which,  in 
what  company,  and  when?  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  when  Amy  Vanderbilt  recently 
took  a  plunge  from  high  society’s  book 
of  Who’s  Who  and  from  the  second- 
floor  window  of  her  posh  New  York 
apartment  to  the  laughing  pavement 
below,  she  left  the  world  a  rather  flatu¬ 
lent  bequest  in  the  form  of  her  staid, 
conservative  rules  of  etiquette.  Late 


Amy’s  early  cronies  are  adamant  in 
their  advocacy  of  ‘social  propriety,’ 
cultural  savoir-faire,  titles  and  the  like, 
and  for  that  reason  alone,  we  ought  to 
be  wary  of  titles  (and  such  poop  like 
their  savvy-fairy). 


What  a  pleasantly  refreshing  piece  of 
journalistic  side-stepping  I  now  return 
from.  The  general  pelvic  thrust  of  what 
I’m  saying  is  that  we  can  thwart 
creeping  sexism  (and  the  innumerable 
other  ‘isms’)  by  consciously  eliminat¬ 
ing  from  our  own  vocabularies  those 
words  which  serve  to  perpetuate  dis¬ 
crimination  and  stereotypes.  It’s  up  to 
each  individual  to  scrutinize  the  vocab¬ 
ulary  one  uses,  and  through  reasoned 
scrutiny  bid  an  unfond  farewell  to 
jackass  words.  In  amerika  we  are 
judged  more  by  what  we  say  than  by 
what  we  do  —  all  the  more  reason  we 
should  be  careful  not  to  further  mis¬ 
conceived  ideas  in  our  verbal  commu¬ 
nications. 

Women  are  Women.  Period!  Blacks 
are  blacks.  Gays  are  gays.  We  are  all 
various  beings  (only  this  manner  of 
generalization  is  valid).  Our  most 
important  aspect  and  the  one  we  all 
share  in  common  is  our  humanity. 
Let’s  start  acting  like  we  know  it. 
That’s  what  should  be  emphasized  in 
our  modes  of  speech.  Genderless,

raceless,  non-discriminatory  words  like 
‘I’  and  ‘we’  make  it.  ‘Chicks,’  ‘dudes,’ 
‘he,’  ‘she,’  ‘colored,’  ‘wop,’  ‘cunt-lap- 
per,’  and  ‘cocksucker’  don’t  make  it  at 
all. 

Race,  sexuality  and  external  features 
are  aspects  of  human  life  but  not  the 
most  important  ones. 

Sharing,  respect,  co-operation,  and 
understanding,  though  in  short  supply, 
certainly  must  rank  among  the  most 
valuable  human  characteristics.  And 
the  only  words  of  discrimination  worth 
their  salt  are  ones  like,  ‘sympathetic,’ 
‘patient,’  ‘gentle’  and  so  on;  words 
that  describe  qualities  of  the  soul. 

Change  is  not  always  easy  where 
personal  consciousness-raising  is  con¬ 
cerned,  let  alone  putting  the  changes  to 
work.  I  admit  that  it’s  difficult  to  drop 
‘he’  and  ‘she’  from  usage  when  we  see 
no  comfortable  substitute  available, 
but  until  someone  advances  one  (be¬ 
sides  ‘na’  from  The  Cook  and  The  Car¬ 
penter  which  feels  funny  in  the  mouth), 
we’d  be  better  off  using  proper  nouns 
in  place  of  sexist  pronouns.

Discoteques  are  dead.  Discos  are 
“in.”  Discoteques  were  doomed  from 
the  beginning  because  1)  the  record 
companies  totally  ignored  their  poten¬ 
tial  economic  power;  and  2)  there  was 
no  connection  made  by  the  new 
“straight”  discoteques  and  the  more 
established  gay  and  black  dance  bars. 

Discos,  on  the  other  hand,  are  pre¬ 
dominantly  gay  and  black  oriented. 
Billboard  Magazine  reports  that  “70 
percent  of  the  discos  across  the  country 
are  gay.”  And  it  is  those  gay  dollars 
which  are  giving  artists,  who  never 
would  have  had  a  chance  otherwise, 
the  opportunity  to  become  stars.  That 
means  big  money  for  these  record 


companies  and  they  know  it.  All  the 
major  labels  have  now  created  special 
positions  to  handle  disco  promotions 


and  publicity.  For  the  first  time  these 
large  corporations  are  recognizing  gay 
dance  bar  patrons  for  what  they,  in 
majority,  are:  20-35,  single,  and  enter¬ 
tainment  oriented  —  the  prime  buying 
market. 

Monty  Rock  III,  a  singer  whose 
main  claim  to  fame  was  being  a  first 
class  fag  oddball,  now  has  a  new  image 
and  a  new  career.  As  Disco-Tex,  his 
song,  “Get  Dancin’,”  hit  the  top  of  the 
charts.  The  “bump”  favorite  first 
broke  in  discos  where  it  was  a  hit  for 
months  before  any  radio  station  would 
touch  it.  His  new  album,  with  the  Sex- 
O-Lettes,  on  Chelsea  Records,  is 
selling  well.  After  ten  years  as  a 
perennial  guest  on  TV’s  Merv  Griffin 
Show,  Monty  Rock  III  has  made  it. 
Gay  dancers  supporting  a  gay  singer. 


Others  that  made  it  due  to  a  gay 
disco  following  are  Barry  White,  Kiki 
Dee,  The  Pointer  Sisters,  K  C  and  the 
Sunshine  Band,  and  of  course,  Gloria 
Gaynor  who  performs  at  and  frequents 
gay  clubs  throughout  the  country. 
Gloria’s  first  disco  hit,  “Honeybee,” 
never  received  radio  airplay.  It  took 
months  before  “Never  Can  Say  Good¬ 
bye”  made  it  to  AM  radio.  Those  two 
songs  plus  “Reach  Out,  I’ll  Be  There” 
comprise  the  total  of  side  one  of  her 
first  album.  Disco  dancers  are  looking 
forward  to  the  release  of  her  second  LP 
on  MGM  Records,  due  at  the  end  of 
August.  In  this  one,  as  in  the  first,  one 
side  contains  three  disco  songs  blended 
together.  Ms.  Gaynor,  the  top  female 
disco  artist  in  the  country,  has  yet  to 
receive  the  recognition  from  the  masses 
that  she  justly  deserves. 

Besides  artists,  record  companies 


and  club  owners,  the  success  of  discos 
has  been  extremely  beneficial  to  the 
gay  community.  Prospering  bars  are 


employing  more  and  more  gay  people 
as  waiters,  cashiers,  and  discjockeys. 
Even  straight  bars  are  hiring  gay  disc 
jockeys  to  bring  more  “authenticity” 
to  their  clubs. 

The  tide  has  turned.  Discos  mean 
dollars  and,  in  America,  dollars  mean 
success.  The  success  of  discos  will 
mean  a  success  for  the  gay  movement 
because,  finally,  we  are  being  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  major  corporations  who 
will  fight  to  protect  their  interests. 
Rather  have  ’em  with  us  than  agin  us. 
So,  support  your  local  disco.  Help  the 
gay  movement,  dance  your  ass  off! 
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MASSACHUSETTS 

Boston — 

OTHERSIDE,  78  Broadway.  All  done 
over  in  big-city  modern,  three  dance 
floors,  miles  of  Mylar,  big  rectangu¬ 
lar  bar,  oasis  for  pizza  and  subs  and 
such;  everything  is  glitzy  and  new  .  . 
a  gay  version  of  Flick’s,  without  the 
pool.  The  novelty  spot  of  the  mo¬ 
ment;  there’s  an  admission  charge  of 
a  dollar  or  so. 

STYX,  20  Blagden  St.  A  svelte  new 
spot  in  Copley  Square  .  .  .  gay  by 
night  (enter  on  the  street  just  in  back 
of  the  Public  Library).  The  decor  is 
Expensive  Swedish;  the  white-tiled 
dancing  nook  has  mirrored  walls  and 
the  disc-jockey  reigns  from  on  high. 
It’s  splendid:  hanging  pots  abrim 
with  foliage,  theatrical  lighting,  se¬ 
ductive  nooks  and  crannies.  The 
drinks  are  expensive  but  good;  we 
hear  the  house  booze  is  Jim  Beane. 

TWELVE  SEVENTY,  1270  Boylston 
St.  Three  frantic  floors,  dancing, 
drinking,  movies,  even  a  Lavender 
Laundromat  .  .  .  young,  flashy, 
with-it,  sequinned  crowd.  You  can 
make  friends  here,  despite  the  glit¬ 
ter,  but  be  prepared  for  those  level 
looks.  “Leather”  downstairs,  we’re 
told.  Admission  charge,  sometimes. 

Provincetown — 

BACK  ROOM,  247  Commercial  St., 
at  the  Crown  and  Anchor.  A  fren¬ 
zied,  with-it,  far-out  place.  Re¬ 
modeled  over  the  winter  in  Cape  Cod 
driftwood  with  art  deco  lamps. 
Three  busy  bars  surround  a  sea  of 
bodies  in  rapid  motion.  In  summer 
there’s  the  Crown  and  Anchor  pool 
(and  contents)  to  look  at.  Everybody 


wanders  in  here  at  least  once  a  night. 

PIGGY’S,  Shank  Painter  Rd.  New 
manager  this  year  is  Ed  Catino,  for¬ 
merly  with  Boston’s  Cabaret-After 
Dark.  Ed  knows  what  a  disco  should 
do,  and  does  it!  You  can  usually 
catch  “name”  acts  early  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  followed  by  frenzied  dancing 
’til  1  a.m.  Decor  is  “P-town  nauti¬ 
cal.”  A  good  mixed  crowd  here. 

Tyngsboro — 

DiROCCO’S  CABARET,  Frost  Rd. 
Rte.  3A],  Little  Liza’s  in  oils  above 
the  mirrors  .  .  .  real  chandeliers  and 
acres  of  tables  around  a  long  uphol¬ 
stered  bar.  Also  a  piano  bar.  Busy  on 
weekends.  Big  lighted  dance  floor.  A 
flashy,  cruisy,  gay  roadhouse,  and 
miles  from  anywhere.  Worth  the 
trip.  Mixed  women  and  men. 

Worcester — 

PORTS  Q’CALL,  698-702  Main 
St.  Dance  to  a  livt  jockey,  week¬ 
ends,  after  9.  Worcester’s  grand  old 
cruising-meeting  ground  —  caters  to 
the  widest  of  gay  cross  sections. 
Berth  your  barge  at  these  convivial 
moorings  when  in  the  Worcester 
area.  Mixed  men  and  women. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Manchester — 

CLUB  484,  484  Chestnut  St.  In  the 
long,  oppressive  shadow  of  the 
Union  Leader,  but  gayness  will  out. 
Ring  the  bell  and  you’re  a  “mem¬ 
ber,”  or  so  it  seems.  Very  upfront 
disco;  lots  of  intertable  conversa¬ 
tion.  Cruisy,  and  then  some.  Drag 
contests,  weekend  shows,  an  active 
calendar  of  gay  events.  Big,  nostal¬ 
gia-oriented  dance  floor;  Fifties  clas¬ 
sics  alternate  with  the  usual  fare  .  .  . 
requests,  golden  oldies,  whatnot. 
Ask  for  Al,  the  smiling  barkeep. 


Portsmouth — 

SEAPORT  CLUB,  77  Daniels  St.  A 
private  club,  for  members  and  guests 
—  no  cover  charge,  disc  jockey, 
dancing  on  two  floors,  pool  tables. 
Refreshments.  Out  of  staters  will 
find  a  welcome  here.  “New  Eng¬ 
land’s  oldest  private  gay  club”  for 
men  and  women. 


RHODE  ISLAND 

Providence — 

GALLERY,  194  Richmond  St.  A  fac 
tory  made  over  into  a  barn  of  a 
dance  bar.  5-600  gay  folks  shoehorn 
in  here;  a  wild  young  crowd  makes 
its  weekly  pilgrimate  —  mostly  week¬ 
ends,  of  course.  No  street  number 
posted,  so  just  follow  the  with-it 
crowds.  Noisy,  sociable,  no  cruisy 
intimacies,  but  lots  of  fun,  neverthe¬ 
less. 

CONNECTICUT 

Hartford — 

WAREHOUSE,  61  Woodbine  St. 
This  is  the  biggie  .  .  .  literally  a 
warehouse,  marginally  redecorated. 
A  long,  long  bar,  pool  tables  and 
other  games,  intimate  corners,  and 
a  dance  floor  with  those  syncopated 
lights.  Free  popcorn  to  beat  the 
munchies.  The  crowd  is  young, 
friendly  and  suburban-wild.  A  dollar 
admission  charge  on  busy  weekends. 
Acres  of  parking  in  surrounding  wil¬ 
derness. 

New  Haven — 

MAN’S  COUNTRY,  Crown  St.  The 
setting  is  that  of  a  medieval  castle 
including  massive  stone  pillars  and 
pointed  gothic  archways  separating 
various  areas  of  the  nightspot.  Huge 
chandeliers  sporting  stained  glass 


lamps  hang  on  heavy  black  chains 
from  the  ceiling,  but  have  been  aban¬ 
doned  as  a  source  of  illumination. 
Instead,  the  dance  floor  is  gaily 
bathed  in  a  shower  of  multicolor 
lights  which  flash  at  different  tempos 
at  the  discretion  of  the  disc  jockey. 
Adding  to  this  sensuous  barrage  of 
music  from  an  excellent  sound  sys¬ 
tem  and  pulsating  lights  is  an  occa¬ 
sional  cascade  of  bubbles  from  the 
ceiling.  “Man’s  Country”  (a  mis¬ 
nomer)  is  a  fun  disco  which  one 
might  expect  to  find  only  in  New 
York  or  San  Francisco.  The  music  is 
the  latest,  the  drinks  are  good  and 
reasonably  priced,  and  the  people 
are  friendly. 

PARTNER’S  CAFE,  365  Crown  St., 
New  Haven’s  lusty  answer  to  Bos¬ 
ton’s  1270.  Three  floors  of  glitter 
and  gaiety.  Women’s  bar  down, 
dancing  up;  in  the  middle  it’s  cruisy 
around  the  piano.  Lots  of  little  tab¬ 
les,  pool  and  otherwise,  a  coffee¬ 
house  atmosphere.  Wildly  varying 
crowd.  New  and  super-popular. 

Westport — 

BROOK  RESTAURANT,  919  East 
State  St.  The  interior,  under  new 
management,  has  been  redesigned. 
Now  the  rustic  atmosphere  of  the 
Colonial  woodframe  has  been  en¬ 
hanced.  Non-stop  tapes  provide 
non-stop  dancing.  You’ll  know 
you’re  in  Connecticut  but  as  the 
crowd  thickens  around  11  p.m., 
the  attire  and  general  appearance  of 
the  clientele  will  remind  you  that 
you’re  only  an  hour’s  drive  from 
Gotham.

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LITTLE  ESTHER  GROWS  UP 


Portrait  of  a  Disco  Artist 


Paul’s  Mall  recently  was  the  scene  of 
the  re-emergence  of  a  seasoned  per¬ 
former.  Esther  Phillips,  known  hither¬ 
to  as  “Little  Esther,”  treated  a  mostly 
gay,  mostly  Black  audience  to  her 
personal,  gutsy  renditions  of  pop 
standards. 

Born  in  Galveston,  Texas,  and  raised 
in  Los  Angeles,  she  began  her  singing 
career  at  the  age  of  six  in  a  Sanctified 
Church,  becoming  a  professional  per¬ 
former  at  thirteen  when  she  won  a 
talent  contest  at  Johnny  Otis’  Barrel- 
house  Club  in  Watts.  Otis  was  so 
impressed  with  the  young  girl’s  poise 
and  talent  that  he  signed  her  to  appear 
with  his  band.  “.  .  .  It  was  weird  that  I 
was  travelling  around  singing,  because 
I  had  never  planned  to  become  a 
singer.  Before  I  started  singing,  all  I 
wanted  to  do  was  be  in  the  Air  Force,” 
she  said. 

Esther  began  her  set  with  “Alone 

Again,  Nat’rally,”  the  title  song  from 
one  of  her  earlier  albums.  Immediately 
she  put  the  audience  in  a  festive  mood. 
Esther  used  to  her  own  advantage  the 
fact  that  the  song  has  too  many  words 
in  too  short  a  period  of  time.  With  a 
fast,  smooth  blend  she  zipped  through 
the  number;  the  audience  applauded 
wildly  at  the  remarkable  ease  with 
which  she  was  able  to  handle  the  lyrics. 

When  she  was  only  15,  “Double 
Crossing  Blues,”  her  first  hit,  sold  over 
a  million  copies,  and  helped  establish 
“Little  Esther”  across  the  country. 
That  was  in  1949.  “Dinah  Washington 
and  Sarah  Vaughan  were  the  first 
female  singers  I  listened  to.  Then  I 
started  listening  to  Billie  Holliday.  I 
guess  those  three  had  the  most  influ¬ 
ence  on  me  .  .  .  But  I  think  I  really 
adopted  by  style  from  Dinah.”

“Police  Stopped  The  Party”  (Rain- 
tree)  by  Willard  King  is  getting  a  lot  of 
disco  airplay  and  should  make  it.

Watch  for  the  yet-to-be-released

way  since  “Sherry”.  (Imagine  a  ’60s 
song  begging  someone  to  “come  out,

ALBUMS 


Remember  the  Gay  ’60s  .  .  .  Diana 
Ross  and  the  Supremes,  Martha  and 


she  attacked  the  Lennon-McCartney 
hit  as  if  it  were  written  for  her,  and  her 


the  Vandellas,  the  Four  Tops?  Well, 
they’re  back  again  in  this  Original 
Soundtrack  album  of  “Cooley  High,” 
a  Mowtown  release.  The  picture  takes 
place  in  a  predominantly  Black  high 
school  in  the  mid-sixties  and  is  being 
billed  as  a  Black  “American  Graf¬ 
fiti.”  The  two-record  set  is  basically  an 
anthology  with  some  additional  newly- 
written  background  music  thrown  in 
for  good  measure.  If  those  old  mono 
45s  of  yours  are  wearing  out,  this 
package,  in  stereo,  is  a  good  bet.  High¬ 
lights  are:  “Baby  Love”  and  “Stop!  In 
the  Name  of  Love”  by  the  Supremes; 
“I  Can’t  Help  Myself”  and  “Reach 
Out,  I’ll  Be  There”  by  the  Four  Tops; 
“Dancing  in  the  Streets”  by  Martha 
and  the  Vandellas;  and,  one  of  my 
favorite  golden-oldies,  “You  Beat  Me 
To  the  Punch”  by  Mary  Wells. 


Frankie  Valli  is  back.  “My  Eyes 
Adored  You”  paved  the  way  for  a  new 
career  for  the  ’60s  hit-maker.  Now 
disco  dancers  are  discovering  that  you 
can  teach  an  old  dog  new  tricks. 
“Swearin’  To  God,”  included  on  his 
new  album  “Closeup”  on  Private 
Stock,  has  ’em  hustling  in  the  halls. 
The  album  version  is  six  minutes  longer 
than  the  single  which  is  currently 


alone.  Some  blues  artists  wail,  not 
Esther;  she  sings  from  the  depths  of 
her  insides,  emotionally  and  physically, 
projecting  a  rumble,  not  a  cry.  “And  1 
Love  Him”  was  the  title  song  of  a  1965 
Atlantic  album,  the  first  she  had 
recorded  since  her  1963  country  hit, 
“Release  Me,”  which  ended  a  long 
personal  drought  in  Ms.  Phillips’  pro¬ 
fessional  career.  In  1969,  after  another 
eclipse,  she  signed  with  the  newly 
formed  Kudu  Label,  where  she  is 
today. 

In  1973,  when  Aretha  Franklin  was 
awarded  a  Grammy  for  the  “Best 
Rhythm  and  Blues  Performance  by  a 
Female  Vocalist,”  she  rose  and  told  the 
gathering  that  Esther,  who  had  also 
been  nominated,  deserved  the  Award 
more  than  she  did.  The  following  day, 
in  a  moving,  simple,  and  unprece¬ 
dented  gesture,  she  gave  her  Award  to 
Esther. 

Backed  by  bass  and  rhythm  guitars, 

organ,  drums,  and  tenor  sax,  Esther 
quickly  buzzed  in  and  out  of  “When 
the  Sun  Goes  Down.”  Then,  to 
everyone’s  surprise,  she  sang  her  disco 
hit,  “What  A  Difference  A  Day 
Makes,”  and  left  the  stage,  never  to 
return,  disappointing  many  of  her 
fans.  When  the  management  of  Paul’s 
Mall  was  questioned  on  the  shortness 
of  the  set,  they  pleaded  innocence, 
saying  that  the  artists  were  responsible 
for  the  quantity  of  their  performance. 
They  were  noticeably  upset  and  the 
situation  was  rectified  toward  the  end 
of  Ms.  Phillips’  engagement. 

“I  don’t  think  I  could  be  called  a 
pop  singer,”  Esther  comments,  “or  a 
blues  singer  for  that  matter.  I’m  just  a 
singer  .  .  .  That’s  because  I  look  at  each 
song  individually,  and  if  I  can  identify 
with  it,  then  I  sing  it.” 


“Closeup”  also  fea¬ 
tures  “I  Can’t  Live  A  Dream”  which  is 
danceable  and  reminiscent  of  the 
“Mowtown  Sound.”  The  rest  of  the 
tunes  are  pleasant,  but  are  better  classi¬ 
fied  under  the  “Middle  of  the  Road” 
banner.

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national  mime  theatre>

And  now  to  answer  the  musical 
question,  “How  can  I  be  me  and  crazy 
at  the  same  time?”,  allow  me  to  intro¬ 
duce  Kenyon  Martin  and  the  National 
Mime  Theatre!  Martin  and  his  nine- 
member  troupe  are  currently  present¬ 
ing  a  zany  three-part  program  of  mime 
magic  and  total  theatre  at  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  College  of  Art,  364  Brookline 
Ave. 

The  National  Mime  Theatre,  under 
the  direction  of  Kenyon  Martin,  Amer¬ 
ica’s  master  of  mime,  opened  its 
second  summer  season  July  1 1  with 
three  separate  programs.  Sunday 
night’s  show  consists  of  Beyond 
Words,  Martin’s  own  collection  of 
classical  mime  pieces.  On  Saturday 
nights  the  bill  includes  a  “total 
theatre”  romp  entitled  Unnatural  Acts, 
prefaced  by  a  shortened  version  of 
Beyond  Words. 

On  Friday  nighis,  the  troupe  pre¬ 
sents  its  First  venture  into  the  area  of 
drama  with  two  one-act  plays.  The 
Slave  with  Two  Faces  by  Mary  Carolyn 
Davies  and  Arthur  Kopit’s  Sing  to  Me 
Through  Open  Windows. 

With  such  an  assortment  to  pick 
from,  GCN  plunged  right  in  and 
attended  the  Saturday  night  opening  of 
Unnatural  Acts,  a  mad,  frantic  farce, 
during  which  four  actors  sporting  psy¬ 
chedelic  longjohns  and  “beebees” 
(ponytails  tied  on  top  of  their  heads) 
raced  through  over  a  dozen  sketches 
dealing  loosely  (very  loosely)  with  the 
theme  of  unnatural  acts.  Some  sections 
were  quite  forceful  in  portraying  the 
horrors  of  war,  rape,  violent  competi¬ 
tion,  and  public  execution.  The  most 
powerful  sketch  focused  on  alienation 
between  lovers;  two  women,  embracing 
closely  yet  looking  away  from  each 
other,  intoned  a  painful  dialogue  of 
love’s  disintegration: 

“I  want  to  touch  you  with  my  love.” 

“Don’t  come  near  me.” 

“I  want  to  tell  you  I  love  you.” 

“1  can’t  hear  you.” 

“I  want  you  to  come  with  me.” 

“I  can’t.  You  must  go  alone.” 

Other  portions  were  sheer,  nonsensi¬ 
cal  fun,  such  as  the  opening  segment 
on  identity:  “I’m  me  and  you’re  you.” 
“No,  I’m  not  you.  I'm  me  and  you' re 
you.”  “Well,  if  I’m  you  and  you’re  me 
—  who’s  she?” 

Enjoyable  as  it  is.  Unnatural  Acts 
nonetheless  pales  in  comparison  to 
Beyond  Words,  part  of  which  plays 
with  it.  This  is  mostly  because  silent 
mime  is  such  a  pure  art  that  it 
convinces  you  of  the  possibilities  of 
communicating  without  words;  so  it 
seems  a  little  silly  to  follow  it  with  the 
spoken  theatre  of  Unnatural  Acts.  The 
two  combined,  however,  do  make  for  a 
delightfully  diverse,  if  considerably 
uneven,  evening  in  the  theatre. 

At  his  suggestion,  GCN  interviewed 
Stephan  Driscoll,  a  gay  actor  who 
performs  with  the  National  Mime 
Theatre.  Driscoll  currently  appears  in 
Unnatural  Acts  and  Sing  to  Me

Originally  an  acting  student,  Driscoll 
only  acquired  an  interest  in  mime  five 
years  ago  when  he  attended  a  seminar 
on  mime  conducted  at  UMass  Am¬ 
herst,  where  he  was  studying.  As  his 
fascination  with  mime  grew  and  his 
research  expanded,  he  became  the 
resident  “expert”  on  mime  at  Am¬ 
herst,  and  as  an  undergraduate  he 
taught  seminars  on  mime  in  addition  to 
his  own  studies,  directing,  and  per¬ 


forming. 

Giving  up  a  hectic  schedule  for  a 
lengthy  vacation,  Driscoll  moved  to 
Boston  and  before  long  found  himself 
auditioning  for  Kenyon  Martin,  who 
was  greatly  impressed  with  the  young 
mime  artist.  This  led  to  Driscoll’s 
joining  the  National  Mime  Theatre  in 
1973  and  quickly  setting  out  on  a  tour 
with  Martin’s  Beyond  Words.  Along 
with  two  years  of  constant  performing 
with  the  company,  he  also  teaches

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classes  in  mime. 

While  he  is  enthusiastic  about  mime 
and  teaching,  Driscoll  is  also  devoted 
to  the  study  of  dance,  which  he  hopes 
to  pursue  as  thoroughly  as  he  has 
mime.  He  is  a  favorite  pupil  of 
Consuelo,  an  ex-soloist  with  Alvin  Ai- 
ley’s  dance  company  who  now  teaches 
at  the  Joy  of  Movement  Center. 

Something  of  a  protege,  huh?  “It’s 
funny,”  he  agrees,  “Kenyon  has  never 
seen  me  dance,  and  Consuelo  hasn’t 
seen  me  act,  but  I  feel  very  privileged 
to  have  two  of  the  best  in  their  fields  as 
teachers.  The  encouragement  they’ve 
given  me  has  been  tremendous.” 

Eventually,  we  started  talking  about 
something  many  people  wonder  about 
—  how  do  gay  actors  relate  the  gay 
movement  to  the  theatre  world? 

“A  lot  of  time  I  feel  like  art  should 
hide  its  head  in  shame,”  declared  Dris¬ 
coll,  “because  there  is  so  much  in  gay 
resources  to  be  tapped  that  artists 
haven’t  even  touched.” 

“It  really  bothers  me  when  I  think 
about  all  the  gay  authors,  gay  choreo- 
graphes,  and  gay  directors  who  don’t 
address  themselves  to  the  gay  world.” 
His  tone  grew  increasingly  emphatic  as 
he  explained,  “I  knew  a  choreographer 
who  was  gay,  an  older  man  and  very 
hung  up  about  being  gay,  and  he  had 
written  this  beautiful  duet  which  he 
poured  his  heart  into  —  it  was  based  on 
a  romance  with  another  man.  But  he 
had  a  boy  and  a  girl  dance  it.  It  was 
really  sad,  because  I  knew  it  should 
have  been  two  men,  and  it  would  have 
been  a  beautiful  ballet  for  men.” 

“Gays  need  to  be  committed  in  their 
work  to  the  expression  of  their  gay¬ 
ness,”  he  concluded,  as  we  both 
reflected  upon  the  relation  of  what 
we’d  just  said  to  Driscoll’s  own  career. 
“And  I  want  to  do  that.”  •

For  Susan  Saxe,  the  American 
phrase,  law  and  order,  refers  to  violent' 
order  and  unfair  laws,  which  is  why  she 
pleaded  on  June  19,  1975  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  Federal  Court,  “WITHIN  THE 
CONTEXT  OF  YOUR  LAWS,  GUIL¬ 
TY.”  She  was  charged  with  breaking 
into  Government  property  at  the  New- 
buryport  Armory  in  Massachusetts  and 
stealing  a  pick-up  truck,  four  hundred 
rounds  of  ammunition,  walkie  talkies, 
detonating  devices,  and  two  different 
weapons,  i.e.  rifles. 

Judge  Luongo,  presiding  over  the 
case,  asked  the  prosecutor  what  factual 
evidence  the  prosecution  would  have 
presented  if  Susan  had  pleaded,  “Not 
guilty,”  and  there  would  have  been  a 
trial  by  jury.  The  prosecution  said  they 
would  have  presented  three  witnesses. 
One  witness  would  have  been  Robert 
Valeri,  already  convicted  as  a  co-de¬ 
fendant  in  the  Boston  bank  robbery.  It 
is  suspected  that  Susan  might  have 
mentioned  to  him  at  some  point  that 
she  had  been  involved  in  a  robbery  of  a 
U.S.  Armory.  Robert  Valeri  remains  at 
large  after  his  escape  from  the  Chester 
County  Prison  on  June  5.  Two  other 
witnesses  from  Connecticut,  Beth  Re¬ 
gina  and  Helen  Zelitch  Fleischer, 
would  have  testified  that  Susan  had 
mentioned  that  she  had  been  involved 
in  the  robbery  of  a  U.S.  Armory  also 
but  these  witnesses  probably  would  not 
have  been  able  to  identify  which 
Armory  it  was. 

The  Judge  responded  to  the  evidence 
that  the  prosecution  intended  to  pre¬ 
sent  by  saying  that  were  this  plea  not 
part  of  a  lengthy  agreement  that  was 
clearly  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
defendant,  he  might  not  agree  that 
there  was  factual  evidence  enough  to 
accept  it.  He  indicated  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment’s  case  against  her  might  not  be 
very  strong  or  that  the  Government 
had  not  prepared  as  carefully  as  it 
might  have.  He  made  it  clear  that  the 
witnesses  may  or  may  not  be  available, 
may  or  may  not  be  credible,  may  or 


may  not  be  informed,  i.e.  which 
Armory  it  was. 

As  the  result  of  plea  bargaining, 
Susan  receives  ten  years  for  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  bank  robbery  connected 
charges  and  two  years  for  the  New- 
buryport  Armory  charges.  She  will 
serve  the  ten  and  two  year  sentences 
concurrently  with  each  other  as  well  as 
with  any  other  sentences  she  may 
receive  in  Boston.  For  example  if  she 
were  to  get  a  ten  year  sentence  in 
Boston  for  the  bank  robbery  she 
allegedly  took  part  in,  she  would  serve 
a  total  of  ten  years  on  all  three 
sentences. 

The  legal  technicalities  of  this  case 
are  complex.  Many  of  the  incongruities 
in  the  American  Justice  System  and

Early  in  1969,  President  (Nixon) 
drew  up  contingency  plans  to  cope 
with  a  possible  uprising  in  the 
United  States. (1) 

Since  the  Government  only  techni¬ 
cally  charged  Susan  with  the  theft  of 
Government  hardware,  it  is  significant 
that  she  also  took  a  classified  Govern¬ 
ment  document,  U.S.  Army  O  Plan  G 
otherwise  known  as  Operation  Geroni- 
mo  Bravo.  Belying  the  romance  of  its 
name,  Operation  Geronimo  Bravo  was 
not  intended  as  a  new  TV  series  next 
fall.  Rather  it  was  a  code  name  for 
contingency  plans  for  the  military 
takeover  of  the  Boston  area  in  the 
event  the  Government  perceived  that 
the  civilian  population  had  gotten  out 
of  control  and  the  Government  wanted 
to  impose  martial  law. 

While  Susan  was  being  sentenced  to 
two  years  in  jail  in  connection  with 
stealing  this  document,  Richard  Nixon, 
who  is  responsible  for  its  creation,  hurt

their  implications  in  the  United  States 
vs.  Susan  Saxe  deserve  closer  scrutiny. 
Just  before  the  U.S.  Federal  Court 
heard  Susan’s  case,  the  courtroom  was 
used  to  try  a  man  who  had  sold 
automatic  weapons,  grenade  launch¬ 
ers,  and  silencers  for  guns  allegedly  for 
use  here  and  abroad.  A  number  of 
witnesses  appeared  who  testified  to  his 
good  character  and  to  the  fact  that  he 
is  an  excellent  law-abiding  citizen.  He 
received  a  five  year  probation  and 
$4000  fine  to  be  paid  during  the  first 
year  of  the  probation  period. 

While  the  Pentagon  Papers  and 
Watergate  received  massive  attention 
in  the  media  from  coast-to-coast,  many 
of  the  other  outrages  that  Nixon 
planned  which  would  have  abused  the 
rights  of  U.S.  citizens,  remained 
unknown  and  sometimes  unsuspected 
by  his  potential  victims.

his  toe  on  a  j  agger  at  his  coastal  estate 
in  San  Clemente  and  received  more 
media  coverage  for  that  than  his 
creation,  Operation  Geronimo,  ever 
got. 

The  four  F.B.I.  press  releases  issued 
between  the  time  of  the  first  bank 
robbery  in  Oct.,  1970  and  the  time  of 
her  arrest  in  March,  1975,  called  Susan 
a  radical/militant/conspirator.  The 
national  press,  TV,  and  radio  alike, 
used  these  words  that  white  middle 
class  American  associates  with  violence 
and  revolution.  While  violence  as  a 
concept  is  repugnant  to  most  of  us  in 
this  culture,  we  are  so  close  to 
experiencing  violence  everyday  that  we 
often  do  not  notice  how  anaesthetized 
to  it  many  of  us  have  become. 

I  remember  sitting  in  a  Howard 
Johnson’s  with  a  British  visitor.  While 
we  sipped  our  sodas,  several  policemen

walked  by.  My  British  visitor  had  to 
point  out  to  me  that  in  a  civilian 
restaurant  during  peacetime  there  were 
guns  two  inches  from  where  we  were 
eating.  1  had  grown  up  so  accustomed 
to  seeing  policemen  wearing  guns,  t  it 
I  no  longer  saw  them  at  all. 

The  adjectives  used  to  describe 
Susan  may  have  prejudiced  people 
against  whom  she  is  and  against  the 
representation  of  the  ideals  for  which 
she  stands.  People  may  not  be  reacting 
specifically  to  the  crimes  of  which  sh; 
is  accused.  Nevertheless,  these  senti¬ 
ments  cannot  be  separated  when 
evaluating  the  effect  of  public  opinion 
on  the  execution  of  American  Justice. 

Susan  will  be  charged  in  Boston  with 
being  an  accomplice  to  the  murder  of  a 
policeman  at  the  scene  of  an  armed 
bank  robbery.  Linda  Bakiel,  a  law 
student  who  has  been  attending  the 
various  court  sessions  connected  with 
this  case,  observes  that,  “I  think 
people  who  object  to  Susan’s  revolu¬ 
tionary  violence  only  see  the  rifle  on 
the  back  of  her  shirt.  All  they  see  is 
that  one  policeman  in  Boston  died. 
They  don’t  perceive  the  violence  that  is 
represented  by  the  existence  of  that 
policeman  because  we  are  totally 
surrounded  by  it,  totally  accustomed  to 
it,  totally  immersed  by  it.  Policemefi 
wear  guns  everyday  and  they  have  the 
legal  right  to  use  those  guns  in  a  pretty 
haphazard  way.” 

Comprehending  how  violence  is  all 

pervasive  in  American  society  must  be 
as  difficult  for  most  of  us  to  perceive  as 
it  is  for  our  political  representatives. 
This  week  a  Senate  Subcommittee  held 
hearings  on  violence  in  American  high 
schools. 

With  his  back  to  the  television 
cameras  so  his  face  would  not  be 
seen  in  Chicago,  a  Senate  subcom¬ 
mittee  witness  talked  yesterday 
about  what  it  is  like  to  spend  each 
day  in  high  school  —  amid  a 
throng  of  muggers,  holdup  men, 
gamblers,  dope  pushers  and  an  oc¬ 
casional  killer. 

When  he  got  to  the  part  about 
the  people  who  could  be  hired  to 
beat  someone  up  for  $5  or  $10, 

Sen.  Birch  Bayh  (D-Ind.),  who  was 
running  the  hearing,  had  to  inter¬ 
rupt.  Bayh  was  not  accustomed  to 
hearing  that  kind  of  testimony 
from  a  16-year-old. 

He  looked  down  at  the  witness 
table  and  in  an  awed  tone  said: 
“We’re  sitting  with  40  feet  separ¬ 
ating  us  .  .  .  but  maybe  2,000  light 
years  of  understanding.  I 
don’t  know.  I  try  to  understand. ”2
